In guarded secrecy Saturday, 
tiny Austria's anti-jiazi Chancel- 
lor Schuschnigg conferred in Ger- 
many with Reichsfuehrer Hitler. 
There had been enmity between 
the two—Schuschnigg has cham- 
pioned the •independence of bis 
German-speaking republic; Hitler 
has proclaimed a policy of pan- 
Germanism under the nazi ban- 
ner. 


Wednesday, barriers of the Au- 
strian cabinet against nazis—leg- 
ally outlawed In Austria—were let 
down. 
A close friend of Hitler, 
two men avowedly friendly 
to 


> nazl Germany and twoxnational- 
ists were let in. More than 2,000 
nazi prisoners in Austria were 
given amnesty and liberated. 


Austria's peace and Europe's 


peace are inextricably 
meshed. 
Austria spins on the Rome-Berlin 
axis; Germany wants union with 
Austria. 
Austria's is virtually ta the 


center of Europe. 
Her borders 


touch Germany, Czechoslovakia, 
Hungary, 
ugoslavia, 
Italy and 
Switzerland. 
She is in the center 


of the tug-of-war between fascist 
and democratic influence. 


Dashes Monarchist Hopes. 


In ienna, it signified "internal 


peace and amity abroad" for Au- 
stria—pledges of independence to 
satisfy Schuschnigg, an increased 
nazi voice in Austria's destiny to 
satisfy Hitler.

dashed 


monarchist hopes of restoring 
Hapsburg to the Austrian throne. 
Jews were dismayed, nazis jubi- 
lant. Catholics apprehensive. 


To Berlin, it signified a burial 


of the hatchet between Hitler and 
Schuschnigg and was described as 
a reassurance to Britain, pictured 
as anxious for Austrian-Germany

Chief Culwell of the motor ve- 
hicle division of the state highway 
department was adviaed by Asst. 
Atty. Gen. Overcash that there 
are no conflicts between section 
60-112. section 39-1106 and section 
39-11,100, all relating to violations 
of law In connection with the op- 
eration of motor vehicles. ' Mr. 
Overcash says that the first-named 
section is a general law dealing 
with penalties for violations of 
any of the laws of the state or city 
ordinance, while the other two re- 
late to specific types of violations 
and provide specific penalties. 


Section 60-412 says that in Its 
discretion a court may suspend 
from ten days to six months any 
person convicted of violating any 
state law or city ordinance. Sec- 
tion 39-1006 covers driving while 
under the influence of liquor or 
narcotic drugs. ^ .The other one re- 
lates to reckless driving. Mr. Over- 
cash says that each of the laws 
carries specific penalties and that 
these are enforcible apart from 
any other act.

for Integrity, Goodness, 


at Last Bites. 


Funeral services for Howard A. 


Chapin, ar., prominent Lincoln 
business man whb had lived here 
nearly 60 years, were held Wed- 
nesday afternoon at the home, with 
Rev. 
Raymond A. McConnell and 


Rev. 
H. H. Marsden officiating. 


Both ministers paid high tribute 
to the deceased in their remarks. 
Rev. 
Mr, McConnell said in part: 


"Life is made significant in each 


person by one or two fundamental 
qualities. There is no need for a 
biographical 
narrative 
of 
Mr. 


Chapin's life, and we do not seek 
to eulogize. We are here to pray, 
to seek the significance for all life 
in one life, and to bow before the 
universal virtue thus discerned. 
For the memorial of virtue is im- 
mortal because it is known with 
God and with men says the writer 
of Ecclesiasticus. 
Since my ac- 


quaintance with Mr. Chapin was 
not first hand but thru others, that 
significant virtue has reached me, 
filtered thru other lives, and vali- 
dated in a sense, by that very 
power of our reach. It is 'integrity.' 


"Here was a man who repre- 


sents an epoch, the epoch of the 
builder. New England sent 
its 


choicest blood into the west, men 
and women with stern wills, un- 
limited courage, persistence, vision 
and honor.. 
The same qualities 


which sent Mr. Chapin'a ancestors 
into New England, which enabled 
them to build firmly on the gran- 
ite of the Berkshires and Green 
mountains, came with their chil- 
dren into Wisconsin and Nebraska. 
They were the builders of cities 
because 
they 
believed in com- 


merce; they built colleges because 
they hated the undisciplined mind; 
they built churches because deep 
within them was an unwavering

Highway Department Witt 


Designate Official Test- 


ing Station*'. 


The state nighwuy department 


set the pins Wednesday for tha 
establishment of official inspection 
stations for motor vehicles in mu- 
nicipalities'^ provided in a 1937 
aw. 


Under the statute, every motor 


vehicle trailer or semi-trailer in 
Nebraska must be inspected at an 
official station at least once a year 
during the months of March, April 
and May. Within municipalities,' 
however, ordinances may provide 
for additional inspection. 


In compiling a manual of regu- 
ations covering the operation of 
:he stations, State Engineer A. C. 
Tilley pointed out the vehicle in- 
spection will cover: 


Registration, horns, windshield 


wipers, rear vision mirrors, safety 
glass, tires, exhaust systems, wneel 
alignment, 
steering 
mechanism, 


brakes, lights, legal dimensions as 
to length, width and height, and 
safety equipment required such as 
flags, flares and clearance lights. 
He explained any public garage 


complying with the 
manual of 


regulations will be recognized as 
an 
official 
inspection 
station. 
Where a municipal 
station is 


established by the city or village 
Itself, however, the certificate of 
recognition will be cancelled auto- 
matically, Tilley said. 


Available space will be one of 


the determining factors in select- 
ing the stations and the area re- 
quired will be dependent upon the 
type of equipment used, he said. 
No specific brands of equipment, 
however, will be required. 


Among the requirements are: 
Brake testers ara to be of a drive-over 
type and must be capable of registering 
the braking energy of each wheel separate- 
ly and at least two wecls on toe same axle 
simultaneously. 


Wheel allKners are to be of the drive- 
over type, and may be either of the single 
or two plate design. 
LlfU mint be of some type capable of 
lifting Uje front wheela of the motor ve- 
hicle of the floor to a convenient height 
enable proper examination of the un- 
irneath parts. 
Headlight testers may be either an ap- 
proved type or a screen with proper lines 
placed at a 25 foot distance from tha 
vehicle, altho the department will encour- 
age tbe use of tha former. 
Representatives of the state de- 


partment, Tilley said, will make 
periodic inspections of the stations 
to determine compliance with the 
regulations. 
Municipalities pur- 


chasing equipment should antici- 
pate strict state supervision and 
"equip themselves accordingly," he 
said.

Platte, on which he comments as 
follows: "Amidst the uniformity of 
the prairies, there is some interest- 
ing variety. It was interesting to 
see the various beds in which the 
river has run and which it has 
forsaken while it has formed new 
ones. Formerly, perhaps not a very 
few hundred -years ago, this river 
ran 100 feet higher than at pres- 
ent; and It is this process which 
renders these rivers so very turbid. 
The water of Loups fork, however, 
comparatively speaking, is quite 
clear. Thermometer at noon 90 de- 
grees " This was on July 3, 1835. 


On the sixth the caravan left

and just because people once said 
I was a hero doesn't make me any 
better than the next fellow." 


There is hope for young Un- 


tiedt. He is game, He realizes that 
the flattery poured on him was 
th* passing fancy of the nation. 
He is willinf now to take what 
he deserve* when he ha* offended. 


The attention given thi* youth 


has not turned hi* head. He has 
managed to preserve thru It all a 
certain sense of balance. In spite 
of his recent offeniie, there is dis 
tinct prospect that he will develop 
into a very useful citizen. ,T}\« 
credit, if he does, Is entirely his; 
not that of the American way ot 
making heroes and dropping them.

published a 109-page monograph 
with the alluring title—for thoM 
day*—of "Fat and Blood: and How 
to Make Them"—thu* Dr. 8.

"neurasthenia" and the "nest cure," 
prolonged rest in bed, with r..as- 
sage, electricity and other pamper- 
Ings of the voluptuous. 
I believe the essential part <>i the 
rest cure, without the hocus-pocus, 
U an important part of the treat- 
ment of certain diseases that loo 
often drift along without proper 
treatment under the mask of "neu- 
rasthenia"—notably incipient pul- 
monary tuberculosis and exoph- 
thalmic goitre. 
The vogue of "neurasthenia" 


reached It* peak In the gay 90'*, 
then waned and became obsolete, 
along with most of the sanitarium* 
and the "nerve specialists" that 
had sprung up to cater to the 
horde of Class B neurotic* among 
the parvenu* of that epoch. 
Many genuine disease or com- 


plaints have had their vogue too. 
It is too late now to make certain 
about it, but even one who ridi- 
cule* the idea of gout today must 
wonder whether there waiui't *ome 
such entity a century ago—some 
actual illness due to retention of 
uric acid or to deposits of mono- 
sodium-urate in the tissues. True, 
there is no convincing evidence 
that such a condition ever accounts 
for illnes* today—at least accurate 
chemical tests fall to sustain the 
theory in actual practice. But still 
the metabolism of our great grand- 
fathers may have been on a dif- 
ferent level from our metabolism; 
certainly their diet thru the winter 
was far less adequate for the re- 
quirements of nutrition than is our 
diet the year around. 
Then there'* croup. WHy, even 


in my time spasmodic croup has 
become so rare that It is rather 
unusual, altho in my early days in 
general practice a good proportion 
of night calls came from parents 
whose children were ill of croup 
I ascribe the passing of croup to 
the steadily Increasing intelligence 
of the laity In regard to fresh air, 
ventilation and the communica- 
bllity ot the cri (any and all com- 
mon respiratory infections—pur- 
porting to be "slight colds," sore 
throat, cough, hoarseness, etc.), 
and to the fact that few half-way 
intelligent folk today fear "night 
air."

Federal Regulation Approved. 
The institute study also sought 
to determine whether the nation's 
vpters, after giving their views on 
specific wage and hour standards, 
are in favor of the principle of 
federal wage-hour regulation. The 
question asked was: "Would you 
favor a federal law requiring em- 
ployers to maintain the wage and 
hour standards you have sug- 
gested?" 
The result was an overwhelm- 


ing vote in the affirmative: 67 
percent replied "yes," 33 percent 
repied "no." The vote showed lit- 
tle difference among geographical 
sections, all areas being for wage- 
hour legislation by 64 percent or 
more. 
The majority told institute re- 
porters that they favor such leg- 
islation because they 
feel that 


only thru federal action can the 
wage and hour standards of low 
income workers be improved. 
Those who oppose federal action 
say that the wage problem is so 
different" Jn various communities 
that a single federal law could not 
cover it. They also declare that 
such legislation would be an in- 
vasion of states' rights.

went into effect Tuesday, is per- 
mitted "in the face of a legislative 
limitation," theft the railway com- 
mission may be described as "a 
egislative body within itself," said 
C, B. Steward, chairman of the 
egislative and transportation com- 
mittee for the federation. 
In a prepared statement analyz- 
ing the order. Steward cited a 
court ruling which asserted the 
agency "can fix rates only in ab- 
sence of specific legislation." 
He maintained the order is un- 
constitutional because the legisla- 
ture specified what classes of truck 
business should come under the 
regulatory truckers' law passed at 
the last session. 
"The legislators plainly Intended 
to place a limit," Steward wrote, 
"which the constitution provided 
that they may place, upon the 
jurisdiction of the state railway 
commission, particularly over those 
motor carriers who are employed 
by farmers for the movement of 
crops as well as those motor ve-

A NEW edition of "Child Man- 


agement" has been published by the 
United States department of la- 
bor. It starts off with an excel- 
lent preface written by EHwtor 
Thorn, director of the Boston Habit 
Clinic of Child Guidance. Thia 
booklet ia valuable to all parents 
interested in modern Ideas about 
the mental health of children. 


Many problems confront 
the 


youngster of tod.ay, problems which 
the children of other years escaped. 
If they did exist in former times, 
little attention was given them. But 
public interest has increased as the 
scientists 
have 
collected 
facts 


showing the importance of the sub- 
ject. 
It is pointed out that of all types 


of mental deficiency in children, 
scarcely 60 per cent are due to 
heredity. Contrary to th« popular 
belief, more than 40 per cent of 
these cases arise from neglect of 
certain physical conditions of early 
childhood. In Qther words, many 
a child who appears to suffer from 
mental deficiency is actually the 
victim of some physical defect. 


Cause* Backwardness 


It Is plain, then, that when this 
disorder is corrected, there will be 
a definite improvement in the men- 
tal health of the youngster. Many, 
many children are backward in 
their school work only because of 
overlooked physical disorders. Fre- 
quently these defects are such as 
may be remedied quickly and eas- 
ily. Perhaps the prescribing: of 
glasses, proper dental care, or re- 
assurance of the child by a sensible 
talk about some fear or worry he 
has, may be quite enough to restore 
his mental balance. Every parent 
should appreciate the problem of 
the child and help him in his rela- 
tionship to adults. Correction of 
the environment and mental atti- 
tudes of the youngster will do much 
to make him happy and restore him 
to a normal mental state. In this 
book such factors as habits, feed- 
ing, sex, obedience, and the ques- 
tions of rewards and punishments, 
are intelligently discussed. There 
is much to help the parent and the 
teacher, too. 


Frequently a child may develop 
a bad habit or a stubborn streak 
only because of some misunder- 
standing. This may lead to definite 
impairment of the child's mental 
and physical development. 


Prevention, Too 


Such problems as 
selfishness, 


self-deception, jealousy, fear, an- 
ger, lying and stealing are dis- 
cussed with a view to prevention as 
well as cure. Other interesting 
topics^ such as stuttering and other 
speech defects, ar* discussed, and 
Important and valuable suggestions 
made as to their control. 


The value of this little book is 


so great that I suggest you write 
to the department of labor, Wash- 
ington, D. C., and ask for a copy 
It will prove to be interesting and 
instructive, especially If there an 
young members In the household.

Bed Contented Gets 
Benefit of Slumber

FROM Pennsylvania a mother 


writes me that her little son, 
Oswald, never wants to go to bed. 
When bedtime Is announced, Os- 
wald stages a sitdown strike, ac- 
companied by 'much vocal remon- 
strance. 


She was very patient for a long 


time, she says, but at last came to 
the conclusion that the child was 
just getting spoiled, so dealt with 
him accordingly. 


"Every'tlme Oswald would start 


a show," she writes, "I simply , 
picked him up and put him over 
my knee and gave him a good old- 
fashioned spanking, which I fig- 
ured was what he needed; then off 
to bed with him, without any more 
arguing. Of course, he'd continue 
to howl, but I never paid any at- 
tention to him, or went near him. 
And after a while he learned that 
it wasn't any use, and there werte 
no more tantrums. 
He'd just 


whimper. He'd be still whimper- 
ing, though, standing1 up and lean- 
ing over the side of his crib, an 
hour or so later. 
"It always seems to take the 


longest time for that child to go 
to sleep! Quite often he wakes 
up in the middle of the night, too, 
screaming, from a bad dream, I 
guess. 
And next day he's tired 


and cross. 
He has never seemed 


to me a particularly nervous child, 
but it seems funny that, at his

Should Be Happy

In the first place, when no ex- 


ceptions are made, children accept 
bedtime much mor6 readily. Then 
it ia easier for both child and 
mother to remain patient and 
amiable if time is allowed for just 
a little dawdling, so that no one 
feels hurried. A warm bath helps; 
and If favorite stories are saved 
especially for bedtime, then bed- 
time becomes something to look 
forward to, not dread. 
Remember, too, that until you 


cure your own tendency to meet 
bedtime with grim determination, 
tense nerves and irritation, you 
can't expect to train Jlmmie or 
Janie to any other attitude.

No money shall be paid but the 
Interested team shall have first 
claim to the player if he wishes 
to continue baseball professionally, 
after 
completing his c o l l e g e 


course." 


"To protect the colleges against 


violation of their amateur rules, 
by the payment of money to the 
player, the said player would auto- 
matically be declared a free agent 
upon evidence that he had received 
any remuneration or loan from a 
professional team while an under- 
graduate." 


Could Get Bonus.

Such a rule on the part of or- 


ganized 
baseball 
would protect 


the rights of all parties. The col- 
leges would not be sacrificing any 
of the vital Ideals of amateurism 
and would be guarantee the ser- 
vices of players for three seasons 
of eligibility. 
The players 
still 


would have the right to dicker for 
a bonus when a professional con- 
tract actually was signed, after 
graduation. Further, If a player 
then failed to make good, he, would 
not have sacrificed any educational 
opportunities. 
Professional clubs 


would be protected to the extent 
that whatever team held a player's 
acceptance would have first right 
to deal for his services. 


Colleges must be prepared to 


make some concessions If organ- 
ized baseball is to consent to any 
protective agreement, and a rule 
such as outlined would be asking1 
very little. Organized baseball on 
the other hand, would be conceding
